German 
troops are to start moving in 
this week, and, claim the Nazis, 
Sovict Russia will not interfere.; 
Here is another example of the 
futility’ of “strict neutrality” 
when practised with the arro- 
gant Huns at one’s doorstep. 
Bulgaria. is the last but one ob- 
stacle to German penetration as 
far as Asia Minor (not to men- 
tion the possibilities the coun- 
try offers for an attack from the 
rernr on Greece); therefore, 
“according —to—the—Nazi—war} 
creed, neutrality must give way 
to necessity, no matter how 
many innocents be trampled 
underfoot. 


If there were any. illusions 
left as to the way the Nazis 
would conduct this war, their 
ruthless treatment of. the in- 
offensive Balkan States should 
have completely eliminated 
them.

“Our most useful role is to act as 
an arsenal for them us well as for 
ourselves.

We cannot and we will 
not tell them that they must 
surrender because of their pre-

No Dollar Loan. 


“I do not recommend that we make 
them a lon of dollars with which to 
pay for these weapons—loans to be 
repaid in dollars. I recommend that 
we make it possible for these nations 
to continue to obtain war materials in 
the United States fitting their orders 
info our own programme. 

“Nearly all thelr material would, 
if the time ever ‘came, be useful to 
our own defence.’ For what we send 
abroad we shall be repaid within a 
reasonable time following the. close 
of hostilities In similar materials, or 
at our own option, in other “foods 
which they can produce and which 
we need, 

“Let us say to the democracies: 
‘We Americans are vitally concerned 
in your defence of freedom.

Here, is another example of the 
futility of “strict neutrality” 
when practised with the arro- 
gant Huns at one’s doorstep. 
Bulgaria is the last but one ob- 
stacle to German penetration as 
far as Asia Minor (not to men- 
tion the possibilities the coun- 
try offers for an attack from the 
rear on Greece); therefore, 
-according._to__the _Nazi—war-. 
creed, neutrality must give way 
to necessity, no matter how 
many. innocents be trampled 
underfoot, : : 


If there were any illusions 
left as to the way the Nazis 
would conduct this war, their 
ruthless treatment. of the in- 
offensive Balkan States should 
have completely .climinated 
them. Nazi war strategy and 
methods find no place for nice- 
ties; it is a case of give ‘in, or 
get out. The Bulgars have 
given plenty of evidence that 
they truly desired to remain out- 
side af the ‘European war; 
wherefore there will be no lack 
of sympathy with them in the 
position they find themselves. 


But the penetration of Ger- 
man armed forces holds greater 
and graver implications than 
merely the “peaceful” occupa- 
tion of another country.

He 
makes no bones. about - stating 
that itis merely the precursor 
of the true Guardist State.
